13 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

10 4 The conduct of the sale shall be according to terms set by the
11 collector, and published with areasonable degree of specificity in the public notice of
12 thetax sale, to ensure the orderly functioning of the public auction and the integrity
13 of thetax sale process, including requirements that potential bidders:

14 () establish their digibility for bidding by presenting evidence of
15 thelegal existence of the bidding entity that is satisfactory to the collector;

16 (i) limit their representation at atax sae to no more than asingle
17 agent per bidding entity; and

18 (iii) refrain from any act, agreement, consent, or conspiracy to
19 suppress, predeterming, rig, or fix the bidding at the sale.

20 (5) (i) If determined by the collector to be in the best public interest
21 and included in the required public notice of the sale, the collector may salicit and

22 accept bids from the highest bidder for any group of properties to be sold at the tax

24 (i) 1. Upon therequest of any individual or group, the collector
25 may remove any individua property or properties from a group of propertiesto be
26 sold at the tax sale

27 2. Upon therequest of the property owner at least 15 days
28 before the date of the tax sdle, the collector shall remove any individual property or
29 properties from agroup of properties to be sold at the tax sale.

30 (iii) The collector shall provide notice to the potentia bidders of any
31 dterationsto agroup of properties at the time the bidders become known.

32 (iv) The collector may conduct the sale of a group of properties
33 under this paragraph by a sealed bid process.

A (V) Except in Montgomery County, the collector shall establish a
35 high-bid premium under subsection (b)(2) of this section for all properties to be sold:

36 1. in groups; or
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1 2. by sealed bid process.

2 (b) (1) Except as provided in subsection (c) of this section, property may not
3 be sold for a sum less than the total amount of all taxes on the property that are

4 certified to the collector under § 14-810 of this subtitle, together with interest and

5 pendlties on the taxes and the expenses incurred in making the sale, and the lien for

6 thetaxes, interest, penalties, and expenses passes to the purchaser.

7 (2 (i) The collector may establish a high-bid premium to be applied to
8 al propertiesto be sold at the tax sale.

9 (i) Except as provided in subparagraphs (iii) and (iv) of this
10 paragraph, the high-bid premium shall be 20% of the amount by which the highest
11 bid exceeds 40% of the property's full cash value.

12 (iii) Except as provided in subparagraph (iv) of this paragraph, in
13 Baltimore City AND PRINCE GEORGE'S COUNTY, the high-bid premium shall be 20%
14 of the amount by which the highest bid exceeds the greater of:

15 1. the lien amount; or
16 2. 40% of the property's full cash value.
17 (iv) For property assessed under agricultural use assessment, the

18 high-bid premium shall be 20% of the amount by which the highest bid exceeds the
19 appropriate value determined by the collector.

20 (V) In addition to the amounts payable under paragraph (1) of this

21 subsection, the highest bidder shall pay a high-bid premium if the collector:

22 1 determines that a high-bid premium shall be used for the
23 tax sale; and

24 2. indicates in the public notice of the sale that the high-bid
25 premium will be applied.

26 (vi) The collector shall refund the high-bid premium, without

27 interest, to:

28 1. the holder of the tax sale certificate on redemption of the

29 property for which the high-bid premium was paid; or

30 2. the plaintiff in an action to foreclose the right of
31 redemption on delivery of atax sale deed for the property for which the high-bid
32 premium was paid.

33 (vii) The high-bid premium is not refundable after the time required
34 under § 14-833 of this subtitle for an action to foreclose the right of redemption if

35 there has been no redemption and if an action to foreclose theright of redemption has

36 not been filed within that time.
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1 (© (@D} In Baltimore City, abandoned property consisting of either a vacant
2 lot or improved property cited as vacant and unfit for habitation on a housing or
3 building violation notice may be sold for a sum less than the total amount of:

4 () all taxes on the property that are certified to the collector under
5 §14-810 of thissubtitle;

6 (i) interest and penalties on the taxes; and

7 (iii) expensesincurred in making the sale,

8 (2 The collector shall establish aminimum bid for abandoned property

9 sold under this subsection.

10 (3) The person responsible for the taxes prior to the sale shall remain
11 liable to the collector for the difference between the amount received in the tax sale

12 under this section and the taxes, interest, penalties, and expenses remaining after

13 thesale

14 4 The balance remaining after the tax sale shall beincluded in the
15 amount necessary to redeem the property under § 14-828 of this subtitle.

16 (5) In a proceeding brought by the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore
17 City toforeclose theright of redemption under this subtitle, the complaint may
18 request ajudgment for the city in the amount of the balance.

28 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shal-takeeffect
29 July-1.-2004 is an emergency measure, isnecessary for the immediate preservation of
30 the public health or safety, has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by

31 three-fifths of all the members dected to each of the two Houses of the General

32 Assembly, and shall take effect from the date it is enacted.
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
